Mr. Jukna cipnaaei an (minion, founded 
apparently, itptm auBdent data, that a 
Tory remarkable diffcrenco of climate eaitta 
between the latitude of Cape York and 
the oowt of New (iaine-a ; be inlera tint 
tha aaatunj are toully difftwnt, the raine 
falling at oppotile pcriudt of the rear, and 
more abundantly in New liuinea. If to, Aut- 
tralia It involved In a atone of liltleoV Batain, 
and la thi. reai eetioormip.ua* with lotaiitic* 
having aiouLar ni^teoralogicBiJ ccmdition* in 
Africa and America ; and if thia oorroapoii- 
d*tnco holda good. It may be aaJcly irderred, 
that formerly, before th* dtprawaioa alluded to 
by Mr, Juhca, when the mountain magna wart 
hlKhaT, titan taaM have been more mutltiale 
deposited ; and conacquently, Um pteaent (11- 
matical cuaditiou of AuaWalU it In to tun de- 
gree dependent mi geolocical phenomena.

Mr, Juke* 
inlet* from tha* coonectron, that an 
exidtrutiwi ia thus offered uf the extension 
of pirn of (he Anlratian **int* Into New 
dumea , hut he alto point* oat no lea* dis- 
tinctly that moat arriUtu phonommion, that 
the peculiar vegetation of Auatrnlio doe* not 
extend Into trie itltnda rjeyond Tirnor laul, 
thus clearly attahliahing th* fact of the di«- 
tlnetrtett or the continent itl point of antiquity. 
We bare not apace enough to quote the paa- 
aagH in which Mr, Jukei lhut ctn,arnrt the 
trpmiotl* or perontui who have already rnun- 
laited the tame prepoaitiMli amonglt rrurtelvr*.
